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Communist military activity remains high in the northern 
coastal areas, the western highlands, and in the area north of 
Saigon. In addition to offering stiff resistance to South 
Vietnamese retaliatory actions and counter attacks, the commu- 
nists have increased their shelling and rocketing of govern- 
ment military bases and positions on these fronts. The lack 
of progress by South Vietnamese operations has prompted 
several rotations and reinforcement of combat units, but they 
still have not made any significant gains. 
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
